Reagan asks Californians for new "spirit of the 70s" 


SACRAMENTO (UPI) -G o v . Ronald 
Reagan today asked Californians—par* 
ticularly the young people—to reawak­ 
en themselves to a new “ spirit of the 
70s’’ in which the quality of life means 
more than the quantity. 
Paraphrasing the late President John 
F. Kennedy, the Republican governor 
urged: 


“Ask what we can do for ourselves; 
ask what we can do to solve the prob­ 
lems of human misery without waiting 
for yet another government program.” 
Reagan said California must “bring 
government to heel.” 
The 
governor 
waxed philosophical in his annual State- 


of-the-State message, prepared for 11 
a.m. delivery to 
a joint session of the 
legislature. The address was to be tele­ 
cast live in the state’s major metropoli­ 
tan areas. 
Reagan 
proposed 
few 
new pro­ 
grams during the 31-minute speech. In­ 
stead, he devoted most of his remarks 
to a 
reaffirmation of his “Creative 
Society” beliefs. 


He said his “ laundry list” of speci­ 
fic proposals for the election - year 
legislative session will be presented 
“ in installments.” 
The 58-year-old governor, who plans to 
announce his candidacy for re-election 


in March, did make these immediate 
proposals: 
—That the legislature enact a “ clean 
air law” involving stiffer anti-smog con­ 
trols on automobiles and state regula­ 
tion of agricultural burning. 


—That a new conflict - of - interest 
act be passed requiring all state and 
local officials, including state civil se»*v- 
ice employes to disclose pertinent in­ 
vestments. 
—That a state Department of Consumer 
Affairs be created to protect the public 
from “unscrupulous” merchants. 
—That a new “ streamlined” state De­ 
partment of Health be established to 


administer the financially troubled Medi­ 
cal program. 
Regan also announced that on its own 
his administration will: 
-G et “ tough” with oil companies” if 
necessary” by requiring them, under a 
1969 act, to clean up offshore spills 
and pay pollution fines of up to $6,000 
per day. 


-Develop anti-smog tests for every 
new automobile. 
-Sponsor “ consumer education cours­ 
e s” in the public schools. 
-C reate a state Office of Narcotics 
and Drug Abuse Coordination to attack 
the peddler and the user. 


“ If the young people are really look­ 
ing for action—constructive action which 
can make the decade of the seventies 
a benchmark in man’s search for a bet­ 
ter world — they can find it,” Reagan 
said, “by working within the system .” 


During 
the 
new 
decade, 
he con­ 
tinued, “we will observe the 200th anni­ 
versary of the founding of this nation. 
Dare we imagine what the 1970s couldbe 
If the spirit of those first American 
seventies — the 1770s — could be rea­ 
wakened in our land? Dare we envision 
what heights we could reach if that spirit 
became the spirit of the 1970s?” 
“The tone and the spirit of the ’70s,” 


he added, “ must be on quality rather than 
quantity.” 
Reagan 
concentrated heavily on the 
issue of environment and urged legisla^ 
tors to adopt a middle-of-the-road stance. 
“ In seeking to preserve the magic 
of California,” he said, “we must avoid 
those extremes on either end which could 
destroy our state. We cannot go all the 
way with those who cry, 'no more roads 
or factories or power plants.' Neither 
can we go all the way with those who 
justify everything in the name of prog­ 
ress — refusing to count the consequenc­ 
es.” 
Reagan contended “ progress and pres­ 
ervation are compatible.” 
Sons claim 
pros' killed 
union official 


CLARKSVILLE, Pa. (UPI) -T h e two 
sons of Joseph A. “ Jock” Yablonski 
charged today their father, mother and 
sister were murdered by “ professional 
assassins” 
and said there was “no 
doubt” the killings resulted from the 
recent United Mine Workers election. 
The sons, Kenneth of Washington, Pa., 
and Joseph of Washington, D.C., said 
in a bitterly worded statement issued in 
nearby Washington, Pa.: 
“ Our father, mother and our little 
sister are dead. They were shot to death 
while they slept by professional assas­ 
sins whose sole interest was to kill 
them. 
“There is no doubt that these horri­ 
ble misdeeds are an outgrowth of our 
father’s most recent bid to win elec­ 
tion to the presidency of the United Mine 
Workers of America,”- Miners in the 
soft coal fields walked off their jobs in 
sympathy for the victims. 
The two sons, both attorneys, said 
they sent a telegram to UMW headquar­ 
ters in Washington asking that no top 
jnion officials visit the funeral home or 
attend the funerals of the victims. 
Grand jury 
files report 


The 1969 County Grand Jury in its re­ 
port filed today with the Superior Court 
urged the Board of Supervisors to take 
immediate steps to set up a county 
crime laboratory, making use of federal 
matching funds to serve all law en­ 
forcement agencies in the county. 


Also, the Grand Jury called on the 
supervisors to fully support the Coun­ 
cil of Criminal Justice in establishing a 
criminal justice center in the Santa Ma­ 
rla area as a regional activity for all 
types of law enforcement. Such a center 
could also serve San Luis Obispo County. 


In a third regulation related to law 
enforcement problems, the supervisors 
were requested to more equitably spread 
the spiraling costs of policing unincor­ 
porated areas of the county with large 
and growing populations — such as Go- 
leta Valley — by forming county serv­ 
ice areas. The Goleta-Isla Vista area 
now has over 50,000 residents and is one 
of the largest unincorporated areas in the 
state. 


The report showed that this area re­ 
quired a large portion of the sheriff’s 
departmental budget to provide proper 
police protection and the area cannot 
be forced into Incorporating. 


Other Grand Jury recommendations 
included the following: 
1. 
The County School Superinten­ 
dent use his influence to eliminate any 
school election times other than when 
state or national elections are held, 
as a savings to the taxpayer. 
2. 
A Three-cent per hundred as­ 
sessed valuation should be earmarked 
for at least three years, instead of 
the present two-cent levy, to bring the 
county’s park program to fit public 
needs. 
3. 
A priority of financial support 
should be given the probation depart­ 
ment in view of current and future high 
work loads. 
4. 
That some county buildings could 
be built north of the city of Santa 
Barbara as that is where the most 
rapid growth of the county is taking 
place and will for years to come. Park­ 
ing and traffic in the Courthouse Square 
area is getting worse all the time, 
it was pointed out.

BILOXI, Miss. (UPI) - Baseball Hall 
of Fame pitcher Jerome “ Dizzy” Dean 
has been accused of placing bets with 
local bookmakers for Lansing, Mich., 
businessmen in an affidavit filed in U.S. 
District Court here, it was learned to­ 
day. 
U.S. 
Commissioner 
Verta Swet- 
man, also clerk of court, said the affi­ 
davit was attached in support of a search 
warrant 
request 
authorizing federal 
agents to search the 406 
Club at Bi­ 
loxi. The request was filed by Herbert 
Hinchman, an Internal 
Revenue Serv­ 
ice investigator from Detroit. 
Federal 
agents disclosed in Detroit 
Monday the arrest of three Biloxi men 
and another in New York City in an al­ 
leged 
nationwide 
sports betting ring 
that may have grossed “ in the millions 
of dollars.” 
James H. Brickley, U.S. Attorney at 
Detroit, identified 
the Biloxi 
men 
as Peter J. “ PJ” Martino, 
47, his 
brother, Warren L. Martino, 
44, and 
Salvatore “ Sammie” J. Sicuro, 64. 
In New York, agents said David Mil­ 
ler, 
62, was arrested in his Manhattan 
apartment. The four arrests brought 
to 14 the number of men picked up since 
New Year’s day In Michigan, Arizona 
and Nevada. 
The affidavit 
filed in Biloxi alleged 
that Dean “placed bets for Howard So­ 
ber with three 
men known as Sammy, 
PH, 
and Wimpy at the 
406 Club.” It 
also alleged that Sober regularly “ call­ 
ed Dean at Dean’s home in Wiggins, Miss, 
and that the calls concerned wager in­ 
formation or wagers Sober wanted Dean 
to place for him.” 
One incident alleged by the affidavit 
states that Sober purchased a cashier’s 
check “ for more than $6,000 last July 
at a bank in Lansing, Mich., 
and that 
Dean took the check to Mississippi, en­ 
dorsed it and gave it to Sicuro or one 
of the Martinos.”

Day, 
Dean, a folksy 
baseball great, 
thought it was a big joke. 
The grammar-mangling sportscaster 
and former pitching star found it amus­ 
ing that federal agents thought he might 
be involved in illegal 
gambling activi­ 
ties.

force information leading to four more 
arrests 
last weekend in a nationwide 
gambling crackdown 
that may involve 
prominent sports celebrities. 
Dean “ has possibly been victimized 
by professional bookmakers,” special

Bean, two other 
astronauts grounded 


HOUSTON UPI — The space agency said today it had grounded Alan L. 
Bean, the fourth man to walk the moon, and two other astronauts for 30 
days because they violated rules for safe flying. 
The National Aeronautics and Space Administration NASA took the ac­ 
tion against Bean, who strolled the lunar soil on the Apollo 12 moon mis­ 
sion, Apollo 7 pilot Walter Cunningham and scientist-astronaut Joseph 
P. Kerwin. 
A space agency spokesman said the men were grounded in December but 
he said he was not sure what day the punitive action took place. 
“ NASA imposed this on them,’ the official said. He said it would have 
no permanent effect either on their licenses to pilot jet airplanes or their 
careers as astronauts. 
The space agency spokesman said Bean’s violation was taking off in 
unsafe weather conditions. 
He said he did not know the nature of the other 
pilots’ violations. 
Cunningham, 37, a civilian astronaut from Santa Monica, Calif., was 
a member of the first three-man Apollo crew which flew in earth orbit 
in Apollo 7 in October, 1968. 
He was navigator on that flight, the only one 
he has made in space. 
Kfcxwia* 37, a medical doctor and Marine flight surgeon from Oak Park, 
111., was a member of the first group of scientist astronauts selected in 
1965, and is in training for a flight expected in 1972 aboard America’s 
first orbiting space station.

He said the first phase of the 
development of Ryon Memorial 
Park is set to begin, as is the 
acquisition of the River Park 
property 
in coordination with 
the state acquisition of right of 
way for the crosstown freeway. 
The city’s accomplishments 
in 1969, as outlinedby Wählers, 
include completion of the new 
public library and the restora­ 
tion of the old library as the 
city’s historical museum.

SACRAMENTO (U PI) - An 
election - year 
campaign 
to 
purge California of smog and 
persistent pesticides was initial 
ted in the legislature today. 
Proposals ranged from out­ 
lawing 
DDT 
and the smog- 
producing internal combustion 
engine to fining an air polluter 
$6,000 a day and creating a 
state commission to zone the 
California 
coastline 
against 
uncontrolled development. 
The 
measures 
represented 
the vanguard of an expected 
deluge of conservation bills as 
lawmakers quickly sized up the 
voters’ concern for preserving 
the 
quality 
of the 
natural 
environment. 
The stiff $6,000-a-day fine for 
air polluters was proposed in a 
massive 18-measure package 
drafted by a special antismog 
committee 
of the Assembly 
Transportation Committee. 
Under 
the 
proposal, 
the 
attorney general or the local 
district attorney could bring 
civil 
charges 
against “ non- 
vehicular” polluters such as 
factories 
who 
broke 
smog 
control laws and regulations. It 
is sim ilar to a 1969 law which 
levies an identical fine against 
water polluters. 
The 
bipartisan 
committee 
also proposed eliminating the 
use of lead in gasoline by 1974 
as a means of reducing smog, a 
move that Assemblyman John 
F. 
Foran, D-San Francisco, 
estimated would increase the 
price one or two cents agallón. 
He said petroleum companies 
would 
be forced to convert 
refining processes and pass the 
cost along to the motorist. 
Among its major proposals, 
the committee also called for 
adoption 
by

Air 
Resources Board of guidelines 
for local regulation of agricul­ 
tural burning, approval by the 
board of electrical power plant

development of exhaust emis­ 
sion standards for new cars 
that have been driven 6,000 
miles. 
The committee said there 
currently is “ little regulation of 
agricultural burning in Califor­ 
nia” and no regulation in areas 
without air pollution control 
districts.

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President may propose increase 
in federal excise taxes

revenues for the 1971 fiscal 
year budget. 


Administration officials said 
Monday the need to generate 
more revenues for a balanced 
budgei 
is 
“ almost certain” 
despite Nixon’s tough slashing 
of spending requests. 
It appeared, however, no final 
decision has been made. The 
Western White House declined 
to state what new taxes would 
be sought. 
But a hike in excises was 
considered a “ major option” 
open to the President. Officials 
said it was “ highly unlikely” 
Nixon would renege on a pledge 
to let the 5 per cent surtax run 
out June 30. 
They 
also 
deemed 
“ very 
doubtful” any proposal to boost 
personal income taxes, particu­ 
larly in view of the new tax 
relief law. 
And the official word was 
“ cool it” on any speculation 
Nixon would go for the complex 
“ added value” tax. His fiscal 
experts have little enthusiasm 
for the tax—a cross between a 
sales tax and an import duty on 
manufactured goods. 
Nixon, in his state of the 
union address Jan. 22, was 
expected 
to report his new 
budget 
—which 
will 
top 
a 
record $200 billion-will require 
new revenues. 
While relaxing at the plush 
desert estate here of Walter H. 
Annenberg, U.S. ambassador to 
Great Britain, the President 
has tackled preliminary drafts 
of the message. 
Before flying back to his 
seaside 
San 
Clemente villa 
today, he was expected to play 
another 
round 
at the plush 
private 
golf course 
at 
the 
secluded 
Annenberg 
winter 
place. 


While Congress and adminis­ 
tration supporters spar on who 
gets the credit for trimming 
$7.5 billion 
from 
the 
1970 
budget, Nixon’s fiscal advisers 
say there will be a surplus of 
possibly 
“ several billion” in 
revised estimates. 
But it will not be as high as 
the $5.5 billion he originally 
estimated. 
Officials said the President is 
determined to keep his commit­ 
ment to submit a “ balanced 
budget,” 
and 
feels 
it 
is 
“ essential” for the economy. 
“ He feels anything else would 
have a negative effect in the 
fight against inflation,” they 
said. 
While he has been using a 
sharp economy ax on appropri­ 
ations requests from cabinet 
and 
federal 
agency 
chiefs, 
inflation, the loss of revenues in 
the tax reform law and other 
‘uncontrollables’ are adding up 
to a red ink budget. 
Faced with overcoming the 
deficit Nixon is seeking addi­ 
tional revenues. Officials said 
while he feels domestic priori­ 
ties and problems should not be 
overlooked, the health of the 


economy is essential. “ The rise 
in the cost of living is a matter 
that 
affects 
everyone 
and 
people have the. right to expect 
the government to deal with it,” 
they added.

Place wheel back over the prepared dirt: add 
some rich soil between each of the spokes and also in the 
hub of the wheel. Plant parsley in the hub and other fa­ 
vorite herbs, perhaps thyme, sweet basil, m arjoram , etc., 
between the spokes. This will be a conversation piece if 
you have any ardent gardening friends.—MAZIE 


DEAR POLLY—I suggest 
that Mrs. J. C. M. use her 
wagon wheel to make a 
ceiling lighting f i x t u r e . 
They are much in demand 
for vacation cottages and 
so on. Wire the wheel for 
electricity, hang coach lan­ 
terns on the bottom (ours 
has five) 
and 
use 
four 
quite-heavy chains to sus­ 
pend it from the ceiling. 
The wheel should be var­ 
nished but do keep it rustic and old-looking. They are also 
gre^t in recreation and family rooms.—MARIAN 


DEAR POLLY—A wagon wheel can make a wonderful 
coffee-table top. Shellac the wheel and a wooden nail keg 
(mine is 18 inches high and the top diam eter is 12 inches). 
Sand any rust from the m etal parts. I did not sand the 
wood, as I like a rustic effect. To prevent the table from 
being top-heavy, I filled the keg half full of rocks. Place 
the wheel on the keg, with the hub resting in its open end. 
I had a circular glass top cut that extends '/^-inch beyond 
the rim of the wheel. It has a center hole to allow the glass 
to rest on the rim. Plastic disks (size of a dime) can be 
bought to place around the rim to make the glass top level 
and firmly supported. Find a planter to fit in the axle hole, 
even though it may be necessary to file the walls of the hub 
for a good fit. Ivy in the planter is the finishing touch.— 
BILL

Hurrah for the 
Film Ratings

Enough time has now passed to have given parents 
ample opportunity to judge how they like the film ratings 
system. I, for one, am more than happy with the results. 
Most of the parents with whom I have talked agree. In fact, 
not one of them had any complaints. (There was one in­ 
stance where an X-rated film was double-billed with a G 
picture, but all one needed to figure out this was only a 
mistake in copy sent to the newspaper was common sense 
or, at the the most, a telephone call.) 


Even though they took the chance of being labeled cop­ 
outs, some of the parents admitted what they liked most 
about the ratings system was the fact that appearance of a 
symbol in a newspaper ad put an imm ediate end to some 
argum ents they’d been having around the house. An X 
guaranteed no argum ents at all. Only when an M appeared 
need parents go through the fam iliar “ all the other kids 
get to see it” routine. 


One complaint, and a valid one, I think, was that pre­ 
views of X-rated films were run when the featured film 
was a family picture. One would assum e that the more 
risque scenes would not be chosen at such times for 
previews. 


It seems to me the ratings have solved one more problem 
for some. They no longer run the chance of paying for 
tickets only to find themselves trapped into seeing a motion 
picture they considered not in good taste. It is easier now. 
While glancing through the show guide and seeing an 
“ X.” Mary Lou can say, "We wouldn’t like w hat’s playing 
at the Bijou this week, Henry, so let’s go to the State.” 
Personally, I find the ratings a near perfect answer to 
censorship, that emotion-charged arena where some set 
standards for all. 
For some an X-rated picture is, admittedly, a shock. But, 
a scene which Henry finds repellent, John might consider 
compelling. And Robert? Well, he might yawn through the 
whole thing. 
I have heard some express the opinion that approval of 
graphic depictions of sexual intimacy on film isn’t so m uch’ 
a m atter of taste or tolerance, but is, instead, a m easure 
of one’s sensibilities, emotional make-up, compassion. 
The fact rem ains that there are those who believe the 
local theater owner should be burned at the stake because 
he’s showing a film with a nude scene while others applaud 
him for what they call not "the new m orality” but “ the 
new freedom.” 
In the end, the choice is still that of the person buying 
the tickets. If, after being forewarned by ads and reviews, 
he still squirm s in his seat at certain scenes, his only re ­ 
course is to leave. And, he needn’t have guilt feelings about 
being a prude. Those less squirm-prone can stay to the end. 
As with books, so it is with movies. To each his own, 
everyone to his own taste and you never can tell, can you?

Clam s 
that are not reburied are near­ 
ly always washed ashore where 
they are a tasty m eal for the 
gulls. 
The DFG says this offense is 
m ore common locally, but many 
clam m ers in other locations are 
failing to take care of under­ 
size clam s. 
Wardens and biologists 'Who 
have been working the beaches 
at recent low tides report so 
many undersize 
clam s being 
lost that it could affect the 
resources in future years. For 
this reason Doyle Gates, mana­ 
ger of the marine resources re­ 
gion, said special efforts are 
now being made to insure com­ 
pliance with the law. 
This 
means that people who fail to 
rebury the undersized clam will 
stand an excellent chance of 
getting a citation. 
He goes on 
to report that diggers at Pism o 
Beach are finding large num­ 
bers of clam s that are just un­ 
der the legal size. 
If these 
clam s are properly handled, 
they will attain legal size by 
next year. 
If they are just 
dropped into the water they 
will probably be lost from ne *t 
year’s catch. 
C lam s must be placed in a 
hole deep enough to cover them, 
regard less of position. If placed 
back upside down, the clam 
will right itself. 
If the water 
is too deep to dig a hole, the 
clam m er can force the clam 
into the sand by working it 
down with his foot. 
The recent clam census re­ 
vealed the fact that the lar­ 
gest number of legal clam s are 
further out than where most 
people are digging 
Although the census did not 
reveal any hatch this year at 
Pism o 
(and Oceano) 
Beach, 
there are plenty of legal clam s 
along the beaches. 
If sports­ 
men will observe size and bag 
lim its and rebury undersize 
clam s, the resource will con­ 
tinue to provide recreation for 
many thousands of clam m ers 
for years to come. 
The cen­ 
su s also revealed that there was 
no hatch this year in the Morro 
Bay area. 
FRESH WATER FISHING 
The new angling regulations 
lately adopted, whereby a large 
part of central California will 
be open to all-year fishing and 
becoming effective March 1, has 


caused a controversy about the 
opening date of these lakes. 
General trout season has been 
set to open as of May 2. Yet 
if the regulations become ef­ 
fective March 1, then it would 
appear though Lopez and other 
lakes will be open a s of the 
March date. 
We have contacted local DFG 
officials but so far they have 
no information as to which is 
the correct date. O fficials con­ 
tacted have told us they have 
the opinion that the May 2 open­ 
er is the date the com m ission 
means. 


Outdoor California, tne of­ 
ficial magazine of the DFG 
say s 
‘ next 
time 
try over- 
chuting” 
when looking for a 
place to fish along the new 
California Aqueduct. When the 
wildlife 
conservation 
board 
adopted the responsibility of 
providing access to the aque­ 
duct, 
lateral or bank fishing 
only was being considered. This 
was contingent upon the Cali­ 
fornia Department of Water Re­ 
sources 
providing the neces­ 
sary land for access sites and 
safety devices. 
To determine where the best 
fishery was established, 
the 
DFG conducted net sam plings 
in various locations. 
During 
investigations, it was discov­ 
ered striped bass and other 
fish tended to concentrate un­ 
der bridges and 
other struc­ 
tures. 
Plans were then de­ 
veloped for fishing platform s 
that could be cantilevered out 
from road bridges crossing the 
aqueduct. 
Two are now under construc­ 
tion. In addition to the bridges, 
there are a number of “ over­ 
chutes” 
or waterways that 
carry runoff rainwater over the 
aqueduct. 
These overchutes, 
which carry water only during 
the floods, can be utilized as 
fishing platform s sim ply by in­ 
stalling movable sta rs. 
The overchutes vary in width 
from six and one half to eight 
feet with w alls four feet high. 
Those in the northern San Joa­ 
quin Valley, where several ac­ 
cess sites are being developed, 
are more than 100 feet long. 
Fisherm en using these over- 
chutes can fish in up to 30 
feet of water. 


Alex Calhoun, chief of the 
inland fisheries branch of the 
DFG, does not paint a very 
rosy picture of the Salton Sea 
unless the increasing salinity of 
the sea is controlled quickly. 
Salinity above four per cent 
will prevent fish eggs from de­ 
veloping normally so all re­ 
production will stop at that 
point, it was reported. 
Salinity last checked was 3.7 
per cent, compared to a 3.5 
per cent figure for the ocean. 
It has been increasing about 
.5 per cent each year and should 
hit the danger point by 1975. 
If salinity fluctuates around the 
four per cent level for a few 
years, the fish may spawn suc­ 
cessfully in some years and 
not in others. 
Fish will grow 
poorly, if at all, and become 
thinner 
and 
undesirable for 
sport fishing. 
The basic problem, according 
to the DFG, is one of con­ 
trolling the amound of salt en­ 
tering the sea from agricul­ 
tural drainage water. Current­ 
ly som e five and one half mil­ 
lion tons of salt annually en­ 
ter the sea. 
The salt would 
have to be dropped out by solar 
evaporation after construction 
of a “ lake within a lake” with 
a dike surrounding the drainage 
water and then pumping the 
salt-free water into the Saltan 
Sea.

Of course, the players do 
not wind up in Columbia by 
accident. They are recruited 
by the seasoned bloodhound 
of the macadam playground 
courts, Frank McGuire, who 
used to shuttle them from 
the Bronx to Chapel Hill. 
N.C., and won a n a t i o n a l 
championship at North Caro­ 
lina in 1957. McGuire, ever 
the r e a l i s t , says once he 
hooks his boys, he doesn't 
mind bringing them home 
for occasional working visits. 
“ From a prestige stand­ 
point, New York is the only 
place to play,” he said after 
a recent South Carolina win 
in Madison Square Garden.

Appreciative S o u t h 
Carolinians, naturally, call 
the place. “ The House That 
McGuire Built." And, “ Madi­ 
son Square Garden South." 


As for recruiting. McGuire 
admits New York City boys 
rate top priority, and if a 
good prospect s u r f a c e s in 
Alliance, Ohio, say, he would 
go after him. Much of the 
recruiting legwork is handled 
by 28-year-old Donnie Walsh 
who, like McGuire, was born 
and raised in New York, and 
35-year-old Bill Loving. Their 
recruiting methods, however, 
are not much different from 
Kentucky’s, or U C LA ’s, or 
Purdue’s. 


“ We hear about a kid just 
like everybody else does,” 
says Loving, “ and then we 
go after him. W e’ll go to see 
him play in a high school 
game and if he impresses 
us, we’ll tell him all about 
South Carolina. Coach Mc­

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Stirring seventies 


It was neither the best of years nor the worst of years. Anno 
Domini 1969 was, however, on balance a good year — good in 
the sense that its heartening developments outweighted its 
discouragements. 
The year began — or rather, 1968 ended — on an alarming 
enough note: 


Student unrest and the alienation of youth from society had 
reached new peaks of violence the previous spring at Harvard 
and other campuses and later at the Democratic Convention 
in Chicago, and no one knew whether even higher peaks were 
yet to come. 
American bombers no longer flew over North Vietnam, but 
in the south the war went on and on and American battle 
deaths continued to mount. The war had written a dismal finis 
to the career of an outgoing president and there was no great 
confidence that his successor would have any better luck find­ 
ing that much 
desired 
but elusive “ peace with honor." 


Inflation and erosion of the dollar were bginning to hurt 
Americans seriously, particularly in the category of hous­ 
ing. 
A massive oil spill off Santa Barbara brought home to us 
the realization that no nuclear war was needed to wipe out 
the human race. The slow poisoning of the environment with 
the wastes of our vaunted technology would be quite adequate 
for the job. 
And while 1968 had been a fairly quiet year in terms of 
racial strife, this could mean that the dam, when it burst, 
would release that much worse a flood of trouble. Indeed, thought 
many, the fact that a Republican was now president guaranteed 
an intensification of the “polarization" (a new vogue word) 
between white and black Americans.

Viewed against this background of dire expectations, 1969 
was a spectacularly unspectacular year. 
None of these problems were solved, they face us still as 
another year begins, but on all the counts — alienation and dis­ 
sent, the war, inflation, pollution, race — real progress was 
made. 
There were incidents and exceptions, but the campuses and 
the ghettos as a whole did not explode. Americans were as 
unified as they were polarized and the majority of them of 
whatever 
race or age, gave evidence that they believed the 
hope of America lay in peaceful 
evolution, not revolution. 
Inflation was at least slowed somewhat. 
The scheduled 
ban on the use of DDT was a sign of our growing awareness 
of pollution. 
The U.S. and the U.S.S.R. met in Helsinki and 
initiated 
the most significant disarmament talks since the 
end of World War II. 
There was no peace in Vietnam and not much honor, espe­ 
cially in the wake of the My Lai revelations, but American’s 
heavy involvement began to be cranked down. 
Not 
least of all, two men stood on the moon and showed 
us just how tiny our spinning globe is against the vastness 
of the universe and how petty its divisions — and at the same 
time how all-embracing and infinite are the aspirations of the 
human spirit. This most astounding exploit in history gave 
us new confidence in our ability to meet the challenges that 
confront us on earth. 
It was a year of beginnings - good beginnings. The year 
we now enter must be a time of following up those beginnings, 
of bringing their promises to fruition. 
We also enter a new decade. We gladly leave the Soaring, 
Sizzling, Sexy, Psychedelic Sixties behind and look forward 
to what we hope will be the Stirring and Sober Seventies 


Law enforcement pay 


One of the biggest gripes of govern­ 
mental employes, particularly law en­ 
forcement personnel has been that they 
have been forced to work extra hours 
on their own time without pay. True 
some of the inequity has been solved 
with compensatory time off, but at best 
the system was inadequate, according 
to investigations of this reporter. 
Last year the ma­ 
chinery was organiz­ 
ed to eliminate most 
of the problem, but it 
comes 
at a price: 
Money, to hire more 
law enforcement per­ 
sonnel. 
Last August t h e 
Board 
of Supervi­ 
sors unanimously ap­ 
proved a resolution 
covering 
overtime 
pay effective Sept. 1, 1969. Sheriff’s per­ 
sonnel throughout the county had built up 
more than 10,000 hours of unpaid over­ 
time, and the resolution included the 
stipulation that the accrued hours be 
cleared away in some fashion in a year. 
It could not immediately be determ­ 
ined how much of this backlogged over- 
time has been cleared away. Meanwhile 
more time is being built up regularly 
in the Sheriff’s office in Santa Barbara 
and in the department’s four substations 
— time for which there is no money to 
pay on the one hand, and time for which 
compensatory time off will work a hard­ 
ship on individual Sheriff’s jurisdictions. 
The resolution of last year specifies 
that overtime accrued in one month 
must be either paid for in cash or clear- 


ed away with compensatory time off 
by the end of the following month. This 
has worked a hardship on some Sher­ 
iff’s departments, leaving them short- 
handed, sometimes at a moment’s no­ 
tice. Sheriff’s officials keep a close 
day to day or week to week check of the 
accumulated overtime in order to see that 
it doesn’t get out of hand. 
The close scrutiny results in direc­ 
tives that come to particular depart­ 
ments, ordering a particular deputy to 
take some compensatory time off imme­ 
diately. The answer of course is to hire 
more personnel, either extra or in most 
cases enough to bring a particular de­ 
partment up to the accepted standard. 
Meanwhile the problem continues. 
Sheriff’s officials at the top level say 
the system Is working well and that 
they have no complaints. Rank and file 
personnel are grateful that they have the 
promise of some compensation for time 
formerly donated to public service. 
At the city level, Lompoc has been 
solving the problem by strategems that 
are not always feasible for the Sher­ 
iff’s Department. 
For example the city has its police 
men come to work about 15 minutes 
before their shift actually begins in 
order to take over the investigation of 
an incident that may have occurred in 
the last few minutes of a policeman’s 
shift. The city council budgeted $3,300 
for overtime during the fiscal year and 
$2,500 of it was still unused on Dec. 5. 
Some of the balance of the funds will 
go for the extra expenses of law en­ 
forcement during the upcoming Flower 
Festival, however, so cannot be consld-

ered backlogged for extra police pay 
during regular times. 
One city official quite frankly said 
the council would have to assess the 
situation next budget time to determine 
if the one year’s experience indicated 
a need for more funds. It could be that 
the $3,300 would prove to be adequate 
and there 
might even be a surplus. 
Fire personnel in the city work under 
a different set of rules governing over­ 
time, so are not considered part of the 
problem. 
Overtime compensation is paid either 
by cash at time and a half, or by com­ 
pensatory time off at time and a half, 
the method to be determined by the city’s 
chief administrative officer. There are 
two kinds of overtime: Court time, for 
which the police officer is paid at time 
and a half; or investigative work or 
other emergencies. A policeman can ac­ 
cumulate up to 40 hours of overtime 
before a decision is made as to cash 
pay or compensatory time off. 
The changes eliminate inequities that 
have bugged police personnel for years, 
but the taxpayer will have to decide 
whether he wants to come up with the 
money to pay the freight, or put up with 
reduced law enforcement at various 
times.

Bond market fall 


The stock market dive distracts mil­ 
lions from perhaps the greatest single ob­ 
stacle to the new year’s expansion of our 
economy. Like so much that does not 
make the headlines, the even more con­ 
sequential worry behind the scenes is the 
bond market fall and the fundamental fu­ 
ture for bonds as such. 
As a source for corporate funds — 
which means jobs, payrolls, expansion- 
common stocks have a vital role. But 
the biggest and most powerful work­ 
horses in our economy are bonds. 
Common 
stocks 
are, in effect, frac­ 
tional 
partnerships 
in companies. 
You 
pay your money, and 
you take your chanc­ 
es. In contrast, in­ 
dustrial and utility 
bonds are mortgages 
on the companies’ 
property. And while 
t h e 
demand for 
stocks is now vary­ 
ing, as usual, the demand for these sober, 
stolid workhorses is undergoing a funda­ 
mental revision that is literally lethal. 
For example, the electric power utili­ 
ties face a nearly incredible need for ex­ 
pansion. General Electric officials tell 
me that in the next 10 years as much 
additional electrical equipment must be 
built as has been built throughout the 
equipment industry’s entire 80-year his­ 
tory. 
Each central power station costs so 
much and takes so long to build that 
the utilities’ purchases must be financ­ 
ed by bonds. And so it goes in the tele­ 
phone, petroleum, steel, railroad and 
most basic industries at the core of our 
economy. 
What these basic industries can do 
in expansion depends on the workhorse 
bonds they can sell. What they can sell, 
of course, depends on the demand for 
bonds. And the profound worry is sig­ 
naled by the fact that the 1969 percen­ 
tage losses in bonds, supposedly less ris­ 
ky than stocks, even exceed the shattering 
1969 fall in stocks. 
The Dow Jones industrial average be­ 
gan the year at 943, not far from the 
all-time high. It has fallen about 16 
per cent. The bond average began 1969 
near the all-time low and has fall­ 
en an added 20 per cent. 
The top (Triple-A) corporate bond rate 
has broken a 100-year record. It has 
moved up during the year from an as­ 
tronomical 7 per cent level to around 9 
per cent. Even some A.T. 4 T. subsid­ 
iaries must offer this rate and Trans 
World Airlines has had to offer 10 per 
cent bonds to Tauy jets. 


On December 30 nine prime U.S. Gov­ 
ernment bonds issues, marketed at $100, 
fell below $70. They have lost 30 per 
cent of their value. One was the im­ 
mense issue of U.S. Treasury 4% per 
cent bonds, due in 1992, marketed in 
August, 1962. Yet look at industrial 
stocks. The Dow index is still about 
250 points above where it was when 
these bonds were issued at $100 in 1962. 
In addition, although many carry the 
highest coupon rates sincfe the Civil 
War, great freshly - printed masses or 
unsold bond issues, including tax - ex­ 
empts, remain piled on dealers' shelves 
as if bonds of any kind were poison. 


The 
big, steady, indispensable buy­ 
ers of bonds, beyond banks, are insur­ 
ance companies, pension portfolios, trust 
funds, educational endowment funds, etc. 
And it is among these that the funda^ 
mental revision of attitude toward bonds, 
as such, is taking place — quite aside 
from interest rates. The result is a 
basic shrinking on the demand side. 
Stocks go up and down (and how!) but 
in the investment community the idea 
has grown and grown that fixed income 
securities should be avoided in the face 
of our country's inflationary forces. 
Take just two sources of bond demand. 
On January 1 the Security 4 Exchange 
Commission reported that private pen­ 
sion funds have $8.4 billion in assets. 
They have 50 per cent in stocks and 
only 32 per cent in bonds. In 1958 the 
ration was 27 per cent in stocks, 51 per 
cent in bonds. 
A U.S. Office of Education survey, in 
turn, finds that the endowment portfo­ 
lios of 135 universities and colleges now 


average 54 per cent in common stocks 
compared to 38 per cent in 1950. And 
so it goes in the indispensable areas 
where bond demand originates. 
Has this revised idea about bonds 
gone beyond the point of no return? 
Behind the scenes, that is the oversha­ 


dowing question in terms of our coun­ 
try’s basic expansion. We all want agood 
1970 stock market, but the absolutely vi­ 
tal harbinger is what happens to bonds 
— the workhorses on which we depend.

Courthouse report by Dick Praul 
New agency 


By DICK PRAUL 
Will the Board of Supervisors be 
willing to set up a new county agency 
that might cost $100,000 or more a 
year to operate? Would taxpayers allow 
a new county department to be author­ 
ized without a fight on their part? 
These questions can become para­ 
mount as the county supervisors moved 
closer today to a public hearing ex­ 
pected to be held either late this month 
or in February concerning possibility 
of establishment of a county-wide air 
pollution control district. 
Some county health department of­ 
ficials are said to favor creation of 
a county-wide district as being the only 
effective means of setting up standards 
that could be evenly and efficiently ap­ 
plied in county and city areas together. 
But already, some supervisors and 
Administrative Officer Raymond D. John­ 
son have emphasized they will not look 
with favor on having the ballooning cost 
of county government increase in any 
major fashion in the 1970-71 fiscal year. 
County department heads are already 
under orders to hold down their bud­ 
gets in the next fiscal year by keep­ 
ing work forces at present levels, and 
even reduce them where it can be 
found practical to do so. 
A state survey of county areas is 
being completed as one phase of the 
air pollution control picture. Results 
of this survey will no doubt be imple­ 
mented in any report or recommendation 
that will be made by County Health Of­ 
ficer Joseph T. Nardo. 
Backyard, agricultural waste and in­ 
dustrial waste burning has been a ma- 


jor cause of complaints on the county’s 
South Coast in recent months. 
There has been an increasing number 
of letters to the Board of Supervisors 
that a “ few persons" are polluting 
the air to the detriment of all others, 
and that more rigid controls are needed. 
The city of Santa Barbara has * ‘emerged’ ’ 
from its former smoke cover following 
rigid control which now limit backyard 
and other burnings by permit only, and 
not many of these are given where 
smoke emissions would be major. 
The county allows burnings in the un­ 
incorporated areas on the South Coast 
Wednesday and Saturday mornings. On 
these days, usually, a heavy pall of smoke 
soon builds up over large portions of 
the coastal shelf, with resultant com­ 
plaints that it is causing smog as well 
as smoke nuisances. 
Actually, in recent years there have 
been hearings and county reports as to 
industrial smoke problems in Santa Mar 
ria Valley, Lompoc Valley and Santa 
Ynez Valley. 
Oil fumes from a Ell- 
wood area facility have also aroused 
citizens in that area, with complaints 
going to county officials and state author­ 
ities. 
There is some possibility the super­ 
visors may wage war on air pollution 
without a county-wide district being set 
up. 
Some feel present restraints on 
refuse burnings can be tightened, and 
current zoning laws can do the rest. 
Or a ban on backyard burning could 
be imposed, and a permit system used, 
as is done in Santa Barbara. 
This 
would be opposed, no doubt, by owners 
of many estates in the area.
